Ch HIS Famous Country has 1ts preſent 
Name, as by moſt Authors is agreed, 


from the Franci, or Franks, a People of 
X Germany, who ſeized. upon thoſe parts 
of it neareſt the*Rhine, in the time of Valentinian 
the Third, and having afterward ſubdued Pari,and 
made ir theSeat-Royal of their growingEmpire,cau- 
ſed the Country thereabouts to be called FRANCE. 
Which Name, as.they enlarged their Botders, the 
communicated cſl of the Country, and thoſe 
parts of Germany alſo that were Conquered by them. 
The Ancient Name was Gallia, or Gaul, and the 
people were called Gall; or Gauls, and with thoſe 
that wrice in Latin, the —R__ name 1s ſtill in uſe.

The modern Diviſion of France is threefold. 
Firſt, According to irs Eccleſiaſtical Goyernment. 
Secondly, According to its Civil Government, or 
Adminiſtration of Juſtice. And thirdly, Accord- 
Ing to its military Government. 

T1. According to its Eccleſiaſtical Government, it 
is divided into 17 Archbiſhopricks, containing 106 
Biſhopricks and Dioceſles, beſides the Archbiſhop- 
ricks of Cambray, BeſanCon, and the Biſhopricks of 
Arras, St. Omers, Tpres and Perpignan, in the Con- 
queſts, which are ſubdivided into Pariſhes. 

2. According to the Civil Government, and Ad- 
miniſtration of Juſtice, it is divided into ro Par- 
Imments, beſides ſeveral other Sovereign Courts, 
and into many Bayliwicks and Seneſchalchies. 

3. According to the Military Government, it is 
divided into twelve Governments within France, 
and four jn the Conquered Countries, being ſixteen 
in all : Of theſe ſixceen, 

Four lie Northward, viz. 1. Picardy. 2. Nor- 
wandy. 3. The Iſle of France, 4 Champaign. 

' Four in the middle of France, and on each fide 
the Loire, viz. 5. Britany. 6. Orleanois. 7. The 
Dutchy of Burgundy. 8. Lyounos. . 

Four are Southern and beyond that River, viz. 
9. Guitnne. 10. Langutdoc. Its Dauphiny. 12. Pro-

The Air is every where generally temperate and Air. 


ure, and ſo healthful, that jt is obſerved to be 
eſs ſubje& to Plagues and Sickneſs than any other 
Country in Europe, and the Air particularly about 
Montpelier is held Medicinal for Conſumptions. The 
North Wind reigns much there, a great part of 
the Year, which is thoughr to contribute much to 
the ſalubriry of the Air ; the Winter in the North- ' 
ern parts of it, 15 rather fiercer and ſharper than in 
Ezzland, though not altogether ſo long, but the 
Summer much hotter 3 and at Marſeilles, and ſome 
parts thatway, obſerved to be hotter than in ſeve- 
ral parts of 1taly.

both of Europe and of the whole World into France. 
For their Wines, Brandy, Salt, Canvas, Silks, Stuffs, 
and Toys, are Commodities which conſtantly bring 
them vaſt profits from England, Holland, and all 
the Northern Regions; and then in the Spaniſh Do- 
minions, - they vend ſo much Corn, Linnen, Flax, 
Canvas, Cordage, Stuffs, and all forts of Manufa- 
Ctures, that they fill their Country with the Coin of 
that Nation in return ; they likewiſe diſperſe great 
quantities cf the ſaid Commodities in Ttaly and

Barbary, and of late , they drive a confiderable 
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Trade in the Weſt-Indies, and have made ſome pro-

Engliſh Peck. Their Inch is ſomething bigger than 
ours, and conſequently their Foot, which 1s larger 
by half an Inch than rhe Roman Foot : their Lands 
are meaſured by Arpents ; an Arpent of P aris con- 
tains a hundred Perches ſquare, every Perch con- 
taining twenty two Feet: the diſtances of places 
are meaſured by Leagues, the.leaft Leagues.contain 
twelve rhouſand P arzs Feet, and the greater: twenty 
thouſand like Feet. 

As-for their Buildings in France, they are gene- 
rally of Stone, and at Paris very high, made mighty 
ſtrong with Timber, and the Floors of Plaiſter of 
Paris, or paved. with pretty Tffes, or elſe covered 
with Wood wrought with inlaid work; all which 
the better and neater fort keep well rub'd. Their 
Noblemens Hoyſes are all very ſpacious, regular and 
magniicent, with flately Portals, and fine.Courts 
and Gardens, and handſome” ſtabling behind, or 
on the ſide. The chief Buildings in France are the 
Palaces of the Kings, of which more in their place ; 
ſome Cathedrals, Colledges, Hoſpitals, and Religi- 
ous Houſes of Modern Foundation, in. which the

po E Prefent King, is named Lewis the Great, 
the Fourteenth of that Name, King of France 
and Navarre, Son of Lewis the Thirteenth, Surna- 
med the Juſt, and Grand-child of Henry the Great, 
Many have called our Moſt Auguft Monarch, God- 
given, for his happy Birth granted to the Prayers 
of the French after twenty three years expeation. 
He was Born of Queen Anne of Auſtria, at St. Grr- 
mans en Lay, the $th of September 1638. and ſuc- 


. ceeded the King his Father the 14th of May, 1643. 


He was declared Major, or at Age, the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 2631. Conſccrated at Reims 1654, and Mar- 
ried at St. Fobn de Luz's, the 9th of the ſame 
Month 1660. 

As to his Conſecration, or Anointing, (for ſo the 
French call the Coronation of their Kings) though 
the Medals made on that occaſion bear date the 
31th of May, you are to remark that 1t was not 
porirmed till- the 7tbþ of Fane, of the faid Year 
1654. | :

Matthew Paris calls lum, Terreftrium Rex Regum, 
the King of Earthly Kings; And Bodin ſays, that 
that King is Emperour in France: and many aſſert 
itro be a common notion of all the Nations of the 
World, that the Quality of King is-much more ſub- 
lime than that of Emperour. Pope Gregory the 
firſt, 13h.

France, ſays, that the Kings of France as much ſur- 
paſs all other _ of the Earth, as the Royal Dig- 
nity is exalted abore the reſt of men.

» Of the Children of F rance, 


Ti E Children of France are only the Kings. 
Children, the Children of che Dauphir, or the 
Kings Eldeſt Son, and the Kings Brothers or Siſters, 
and the Brothers Children, the Siſters being always 
either Married - abroad, or made Religious : all 
others of the Royal Family are called Princes of 
the Blood. | PRE. 

The firſt Son of the Kings of France is called the 
Dauphin, and the ſecond Son of France is called 
Monſieur, without addition of any other Title. But 
after- the Dolphin, his younger Brethren are Dukes 
of Orleans, of Anjou, of Alencon, of Valois, of Toy- 
raine, of Berry, of Ponthieu, and other Apanages ; 
_ theſe Hamm. ar bear the Surname of France, and Sign 
only with their proper Names, as the King does, ſo 
likewiſe do the Daughters of France, who are ſti- 
ked Ladies.

Life, thar is, the Lives of their Sabjes. 

We read in Gregory of Tours, in the eighth Chap- 
ter off His ſevench; Book, that Gontran King of Or- 
l:ans, or of the Burgundian part of France, ſeeing 
his two Brathers, Sigebert King of Mets, or Auſira- 
fia, being that part.of France towards Germany, 
including Lorrain and the Netghbouring Provinces, 
and Chilperic King of Paris, and of Soifſons, had 
been  aflffinared, . placed a great Guard about his 
Perſon, about the year 589. without which, he 
never went to Church, or: to his Recreations. - 

So. different occaſions , the-Guards have 
been reinforced and augmemed. 

Philip A1guſtus being in the Holy Land \m the 
year 1192. cftabliſhed Serjeants at Arms, or Mace- 


where the Old Hiftortan, La Montagne, ſpeaking of 
the Aﬀaſines, or rather Arſecides, a Deſperate fort 
of people of Syria, whom: their Princes uſed to ſend

' 1t. 15 remarkable, thar there are four Serjeants at 
Arms, repreſented upon thoſe two Stones, but 1n a 
different manner : There are two upon one of 
them, holding in their hands their Maces at Arms, 
and armed Cap-a-pee to repreſent the Serjeants at 
Arms, as they were in the Army, and updn the 
other- ſtone, there. are - two more ,- whereof one is 
Clorhed with a Coat with great Sleeves, cut in.La- 
bels , wearing a Collar hanging .down upon his 
Breaſt, and I ſuppoſe that ſignifies theUſher at Arms, 
Waiting at the Door of the Chamber, (for ſtill to 
this day, the Uſhers of the Chamber bear Maces on - 
Feſtival days) to ' guard the Kings Perſon in the. 
Day-time; The other is. wrapped- up. in, a long, 
Cloak well furred with ſhaggy furr, with a Bonner 
on his Head, and his Mace in his hand, which re- 
ng the Serjeants at Arms that watched by 
night. 4 

And Du Tillet, in his Chapter of the Marſhals, 
pag. 282. writes, . that ſome of them were appointed 
to carry Maces before the King in the day time, and 
were called Uſhers at Arms, whoſe place 1s now 
ſupplyey by the 'Ulſhers .of the Kings Chamber, 
and others to guard his - Chamber. in the night

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Theſe: Guards then - took their name from the 
Arms they uſed, and ſo when:they-quixted-the Mace 
to take the Bow they were called Archers. p? 

Charles the Seventh entertained a Gnard'of Scotch 
fele&ed our of: the Auxiliary Forces brought over to 
him' by the Earls of Bucan, Douglas, and other 
Scotch Lords, to drive the Engliſh 'out of France, 
Philip de Comines calls them the Silver Guards, be- 
cauſe their Coats or Jackets ,. called XHoquetons, - 
were ſer with ſpangles of Silver, and Goldſmiths 
Wothk. 115-137 - 0 ST 

Lewis the Eleventh, being at Paifeaux, on. the 
4th. of September, 1474. eſtabliſhed: a Company of 
a hundred Lancjers for his Guard, under the Com- 
mand of one Heftor de Golart , who were every 
one+of ' them ro have 1n their Rerinue, one Man at 
Arms , and two Archers: But afterwards he dif- 
charged: the -Lanoiers of: their Archers, and took 
them to himſelf, caponng cf rhem a little Life- 
guard' of - ewo hundred Archers, making one Lewis 
de Graville their Captain. 

In the year 1479: when. the ſame King began to- 
grow Melancholy, and ſuſpitious, he ſer up another 
French Company of. Guards, of which one Claudius 
de 1a Chatre was Captain. 

The ſame Lewz the Eleventh too, at the Recom- 
mendation of Charles the Seventh , retained the 
Suffers 1n_hys Service, and tn; the year 1481. being: 
at Toxrs, he made an &lliance with chem, and took. 
# Company of that Nation, for the Ordinary Guard. 
of. his Perſon, $ 

Charles the- Eight in» 1497; +{er up af new Com- 
pany of French Guards, of which, ' Zam:s of Ven- 
dome, Vidame of Chartres was Captain. 

Francis the firſt kkewiſe in the year 15 14. vaiſcd: 
another Company of fixty. Archers , to whiclrthe- 
next year, he added forty five more, under the-

theſe-Companics, were reduced to thoſe now. 1n be-. 
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ing whoſe Denominations differ as much froni the

The Quality of the twelve anticnt Peers of France, 
is at preſent but a kind of Ceremonial Dignity, by 


vertue of which, thoſe that. poſſeſs it, have .a cer- - 


tain Rank or Precedence in Fraxce, at the Conſe- 
cration and Coronation of Kings, have Place in Par- 
lament, and in the general Aﬀembly of Eſtates, and 
enjoy. the Honours of the Loyvure : Their firſt In- 
ſtitution is ſo uncertain, that it-is impoſſible to g4- 
ther out of Hiſtory their true Original, ſome attri- 
buting it to Hugh Capert, and ſome to Charlemainr, 
or Charles the Great: But the Original of the 
Name and FunQtions of the Peers of France can pre- 
 perly be derived from nothing elſe, then from the 
eommor uſe and cuſtom of Fiefs and Tenures, 
which is, that the Vaſſals holding moveable Fiefs 
fully and' dirgRly of the ſame Lord, are called Pares 
Curie aut Domus, which is as much as to ſay, Peers 
of the Fiefs, or of the Court, that are to aſſiſt when 
the Lord takes poſſeſſion-of his Land ; to be preſencr 
at thoſe days, when cauſes relating to the Fiefs, are 
pleaded and judged, and have ſeveral other rights 
which are analogically common to them with our 
Peers of France, who in like manner aſſiſt at the 
Conſecration and Coronation of the King, who ts 
the ſupream Lord, are Counſellers in” his Court of 
Parliament , which for this reaſon is called the Court 
of Peers ; ſo that in a word, the Peers of France are, 
but as Tenants that hold of the Monarchy, and 
depend immediately on the Crown; ſuch as were 
the ſeven Peers in the time of Lewis the Tong, in 
the year x179, Or in the time of' Hugh Capet, whis 
reunited to the Crown, the Dutchy and Peerage of 
France, or of Pays, which he poſſeſſed before he 
was King : So that there remained after that, bur 
ſix ancient Peers, that were Seculars , to which art 
ſeveral rimes, by degrees, were afrerwards added 
fix other Ecclefraſtical Peers, over whom,. Lewis the 
Young , -gave the Primacy to the Archbiſhop of 
Reims, with the MY of Conſecrating and 
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Crowning the 96. th Since the time of the ſaid 
Lewis the Young, the number of twelve Peers, at 
thoſe great Ceremonies, -has been always continued 
till the prefent;z But the Secular Peers are as we 
have ſais , only peeraced on that occaſion, there 
being none now that bear any of thoſe Titles, but 
ohly nowlately the Duke of Burgundy, Eldeſt Son 
to the Dauphin, and the Count of Touloyze, one 0 
the Kings Natural Legirimated Sons. | 
Theiv ſeveral Fun&ions at the Kings Conſecrati- 
on, and Coronation, are theſe :. | | 
The Archbiſhop of Reims Conſecrates, or anoints 
the King with the Oil of the Holy. Ampull, or Viol, 
kept in the Cathedral of that Name , from Ape to: 
Age, only for that purpoſe: The Biſhop of Laon 
carries the ſaid Viol ; the Biſhop of Laengres carries 
the Scepterz the Biſhop of Beaxvauy the Mantle 
Royal, the Biſhop of Chaalons, the Ring; the Biſhop - 
of Noyons, the Belt : The Duke of Burgundy carries * 
the Crown Royal, and girds on the Kings Sword ; 
the Duke of Guyenne carries the firſt ſquare Banner, 
the Duke of Normandy the Second 3 the Count of 
Toulouze, the Spurs; the Count of Champain, the 
Banner Royal, or Standard of War; the Count of

zncreaſe, they waired no more at the Door, but near 
| the Kings Perſon, who committed to their Exami- 
nation, all the Petitions/that were preſented him. 
They uſually had Lodgings in the Kings Palace, and 
were tabled at Court.

France, in the 
Month-of December, in the year 1473. to wait on 
the Perſon of the Chancellour, and Execute his Or- 
ders, as likewiſe, the Sentences and Ordinances of 
the Council, and of the ſuperiour Courts : -He was 
then the. ſole Uſher of the Council, the Grand Coun- 
cil, aud, the Court of Chancery, being then the on- 
ly Council the King had. ; he was afterward made 
fiſt Uſher of the Grand Council: In $599. there 
was Created another: Uſher in Ordinary to the King 
in the Great Chancery of Frazce, and in the Month 
of March 1655.. two more, with the ſame qualj- 
ties, Honours, Rights, Powers, FunRions and Pri- 
viledges as the old one. Theſe four Officers, at 
great and ſolemn Ceremonies, are to wear Robes 
of Violet-Crimſon Velvet, with double hanging 
Sleeves; and in their Ordinary Service, Black Vel- 
vet Gowns, with a Bonnet, or. Cap -of the ſame, 
and a golden Chain about their Necks , adorned 
with golden Flower-deluces. They carry the four 
Maces next. before the Chancellour. They are to 
be always attending 1n his Palace to receive his Or- 
ders; and on _ days.they meet in..his Cham- 
ber, to accompany him, when he goes to the.Seal-

Remarks concerning the Governours of *' 
Provinces. 


The Governours and Lieutenants for the King in 
the Provinces, are what the Dukes were formerly, 
and the Governours of Towns, what the -Earls or 
Counts. were, Under every Duke there weretwelve 
Counts, and. over all the Dukes, there was one that 
was ſtiled Duke of the. Dukes, or [Duke of :France, 
who was the Mayor of the Palace; The ſaid Quali- 
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ties of Dukes and Counts became Hereditary under 
Hugh Capet, who having made himſelf King, every 
one of the other Great Men would needs make him- 
felf Maſter and Proprietour of the Government: of 
which he was in Poſſeſſion. - Hugh Capet to have 
their good will, winked atthis Uſurpation, bur yet 
being not willing on the other fide, that the Royal 
Authority ſhould remain always Clouded, he afſem- 
bled all theſe Dukes, and made an Agreement with 
them, by which he left them a lawful Succeſſion to 
all their reſpe&ive States, but with condition how- 
ever, that for lack of Heirs Male to ſucceed” in a 
Right Line, or when the Poſſeſſours of them ſhould 
happen to be Attainted and Conyinced of the Crime 

of Felony, they ſhould return to the Crown. '' 
They thar are well read in Hiſtory, have, without 
doubt, remarked the return of all theſe parcels to 
their principle by the one or che other of theſe rea- 
ſons. And becauſe the Qualiry of Mayor of the 
Palace, or of Count of. Paris in_ which the firſt was 
Confounded, had ſerved him as it had done to Pe- 
pin, for a ſtep to arrive to the. Throne, he ſuppreſt 
that too at the ſame time, for the better ſecuring of 

the Crown to his Succeſlours. | 

The Governours and Lieutenants for the King, 
in the Provinces, have under- them the Governours 
of Towns, as the Dukes had the Counts ; but with 
this difference, that the number of Governours of 
Towns that are under each Governour of a Province, 
1s not determined, one Province having more 
Towns, and another fewer. The Power of the Go- 
vernours and Lieutenants-General of Provinces, is al- 
together like that of the ancient Dukes and Counts z 
which is, to keep in the Kings Obeyſance the Pro- 
vinces and Places given them in Cu ody, to main- 
tain them in Peace and Tranquility, to have Power 
or Command over their Arms, to defend them a- 
gainſt Enemies, and againſt Seditious attempts, to.

I, Of the Adminiſtration of Juſtice, and the 
frſ Inſtitution af Parliaments. 


Uſtice was formerly adminiftred by the - Kings 
j themſelves, who render'd it in Perſon to their 
People; but Aﬀeairs mokipiaing every day more 
and more, the Kings were obliged to eaſe -them- 
ſelves of that Burden, reſerving to themſclyes only 
, the Copniſance of Afrairs of State. And for re 
Adminiftration of Ordinary Juſtice, he eſtabliſke4 
4 certain Council, which hy called, a Parliament, 
which judged and decided all Cauſes and Afairs, 
both Civil and Criminal, between Man and Man ; 
and that without Appeal, in which, were preſent, 
all the Peers of France, both Eccleſiaſtical and Se- 
cular : This Parliament followed the King in all his 
Voyages 3 and conſequently, for that reaſon, was in 
thoſe times, Ambulatory. Tr was firſt Inſtituted by 
oo in the year 757, and was doubtleſs the ſame 


ng that the Privy-Council is now. Burt at length - 
the Kings parted with this Council in favour of 


their people; And Philip the Fair was the firſt 
that made the Parliament Sedentary, and gave them 
a part of his Palace at Paris, to be the Seat of that 
Auguſt Senate, which by the Integrity of its Decrees 
and Sentences, has acquired ſo great.a Reputation. 
among all Nations, that Popes, Emperours, Kings, 
and Foreign Princes , have voluntarily __ 

their 
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their differences to their Judgments 3 as may be 
ſeen by ſeveral Examples 1n Hiſtory, and amon 
others, by that of the Emperour Frederick, wi 
Pope Innocent the Fourth, and of the King of Caſtile 
with the King of Portugal. 

King Philip the Fair, following the Example of 
his Predeceſlours, Ordained there ſhould be only 
rwo Seſfions of the Parliament, viz. At the Feafts 
of Eaſter, and Ail-Saints, and diſtinguiſht them in- 
to two Chambers, of which one becauſe tt judged 
of the moſt important matters, was called the 
Grand Vault , or Grand Chamber, and the other,

King, who iſſue Proceſs out againſt ſuch- as make 
bad Salr, and judge of the goodneſs of the Salt, and 
of the quantity requiſite for. the extent-of-their Ju- 
riſdi&ion , look after the: Weights and Meaſures, 
and take care it be not ſold above the Kings ſer 
price. The Salt is diſtributed two ways, viz. By 
way of Impoſition, or voluntarily, according to the 
diſcretion- and will of the Buyers.
